Will tape cartridges or cassettes 
eventually replace records? No 
one seems to think so. Records can

In some 
respects, records are more conveni- 
ent (finding a selection in the mid- 
dle of a dise is a lot easier than 
finding it in the middle of a tape) : 
and for the moment at least, re 
ords have a slight edge over car- 


tridges and cassettes in the matter 
of fidelity, particularly for music 
of wide dynamic range. 

But even with their limitations 
of cost, convenience, and fidelity, 
it is clear that tape cartridges and 
cassettes will have a useful futur

Brussels takes time to know. Most 
travelers have heard it recom- 
mended as “good for a day." but 
that is superficial advice. I am not 
suggesting that it 
with one of the great treasure- 
cities like Rome or Paris, but it 
has its own elusive quality and that 
quality is slow in emerging. I 
stayed there for some time and it 
was time that gave me the feel of 
the place through changes of sea- 
son and weather and the chance 
to make friends. 

Admittedly there is an air of 
heaviness about Brussels and all 
of Belgium—a seriousness in the 
face of work, a shopkeeper's atti- 
tude toward the new or extrava- 
gant.

Epaule de Mouton and the Filet 
de Boeuf in the Rue des Harengs 
and La Couronne on the corner. 
Le Directoire, and Le Thermidor 
are on the square itself. So is Le 
Cygne, but you enter it through a 
modern slab of glass a few steps 
along the Rue Charles Buls. 

One of my favorite establish- 
ments is the Roy d'Espagne on the 
corner of the Rue au Beurre. In 
winter, or on a chilly day, a great 
open fire roars greeting in the 
middle of the room and there are 
odd little nooks and corners where 
you can sit and talk. My particu- 
lar hideaway was a booth on the 
first balcony. up against the small 
windows facing the Place and the 
morning sun, from which I could 
look down on all the passersby. On 
the main floor, the café curtains at 
the windows are hung on two 
hinged rods so that you can swing 
them inward if you prefer not to 
be hidden from the world. 


While all the Grand’ Place 


restaurants serve the international 
cuisine of first-class establishments

majestic old gilded buildings, 
brightened with flower stalls 

protected by huge umbrellas. 


anywhere, there are some Belgian 
specialties to look for here as well 
as at less costly places. Chicons de 
Bruxelles, which we call endive, 
are a joy served hot with a sauce 
or cold as salad. Their season runs 
from October through March. In 
May and June, platters of magni- 
ficent huge white asparagus are 
served, very simply, with chopped 
hard-cooked eggs and masses of 
melted butter. Tomates aux crev- 
ettes are tomatoes stuffed with tiny 
delicate shrimp and lovingly pre- 
pared mayonnaise. Baby eels, 
served hot or cold. and seasoned 
with sorrel, mint, sage, and ver- 
bena are called anguilles au vert. 
Their Flemish name is delightful: 
paling-in-het-groen. I found the 
dishes of Flemish origin the most 
unusual: boudin sausages—noir 
or blanc—served with applesauce 
or fried apples; civet de lièvre à 
la flamande—hare with prunes; 
carbonnades Flamandes—utterly 
delicious cooked in beer 
(my friends served a marvelous 
one combining prunes with pork) ; 
waterzooi—a stew of sea fish and 


stews 


fresh vegetables. Belgian trout is 
something special, too, particular- 
ly when freshly caught out of the 
Semois or Ourthe rivers in the 
Ardennes area. 

If you are interested in curi- 
ous potables, there are the local 
brews called lambic, kriek, and 
gueuze sold in the cafés on the Rue 
Marché-aux-Herbes. Gueuze is a 
strong, high-density drink, half 
wheat, half barley. Kriek and 
lambic are essentially gueuze fla- 
vored with cherries, 


Brussels Haute Monde 


There is considerable elegance to 
be seen in Brussels. As in most of 
Europe now, the young are strik- 
ing in their beauty and sense of 
style—very much “with it” and in- 
ternational in their outlook. Paris 
is still the sun toward which the 
fashionable Brussels turns and its 
influence can be sensed in the best 
sections of town and the people 
who frequent them. One such area 
is just below the Mont des Arts 
where two wide streets converge. 
Here you'll find the lovely double 
galleries of Saint-Hubert: “the 
King’s” and “the Queen’s.” Under 
the high glazed arches flags flutter 
and flowers flaunt. Where the 
two galleries meet. a narrow divid- 
ing road leads off to a maze of 
twisty, colorful streets. This is the 
favorite haunt of Bohemians and 
artists and at night becomes a kind 
of Soho. It is especially gay in Sep- 
tember when street fairs are held. 
After dining on a huge fragrant 
bowlful of the marvelous moules 
served at the Armes de Bruxelles, 
have a look, nearby, at the narrow- 
est street of all, the Rue d'une 
Personne (literally “One Person 
Street”) between numbers 31 and 
33 Rue des Bouchers. 

Above the quarter, the Mont 
des Arts rises in gentle stages. Al- 
though the buildings situated here 
are admittedly not a success by ar- 
chitectural standards (they d 
play that stupefying insensitivity 
that distinguished most of our own 
"post office modern" of the late 
thirties), it is still a pleasant way 
to get to the Place Royale. In the 
center is a newly planted garden. 
The Royal Library on the right 
houses the magnificent collection 
begun by Philip the Good in the 
fifteenth century and offers exhibi- 
tions of great quality. The arcaded 
shops along the left side of the 
garden sell prints and ceramics, 
lamps and other specialties. 

The Place Royale itself is one 
of my favorite spots in Brussels. 
Formal in layout, treeless, flanked 
by white buildings. it gives off a 
touch of mystery like the squares 
painted by de Chirico or the Bel- 
gian, Delvaux. Its focus is an eques-

Art Nouveau houses 


I was surprised to find so many 
Art Nouveau houses in Brussels, 
particularly in the Cinquantenaire 
quarter. Some have elaborate met- 
alwork and painted exteriors of 
flowers. figures, and even words. 
But the most exciting example I 
saw was the historic Art Nouveau 
house on the Avenue Louise de- 
signed by Victor Horta for Ar- 
mand Solvay in 1900 and now 
the haute couture salon of Louis 
Wittamer, It appeared at 
one point that the house, aban- 


doned for many years, was go- 
ing the way of so many monu- 


ments of architecture these days. 


No one seemed interested in saving 
it. But Mr. Wittamer bought and 
restored the great house because 
he needed light-filled, inspiring 
rooms in which his employees could 
do their sewing and intricate, ex- 
acting beadwork, and now the 
lower and most spectacular floors 
(the upper floors are workrooms ) 
are immaculately preserved. The 
lovely stairease rising from the 
marble carriage entrance to the 
trompe-l'oeil mural of a balcony 
and a garden, the wonderful hot 
terra cottas, oranges, and gleam- 
dark the 
scheme, the ironwork vines and 
tendrils and foliation in the Art 
Nouveau style are all fairly well- 
known through repeated reproduc- 
tion in books on architecture. But 
the two things that struck me most 


ing woods of color 


forcefully were the use of ascend- 
ing color as you walk up the stair- 
way to the upper floors 
and reds paling to faint 
that intensify the light as you ap- 
proach its souree—and the archi- 
tectural use of horizontal light to 
expand space. On both sides of the 
main entrance stairway there are 
large rooms—salons, Where these 
would normally have solid walls 
there is simply glass framed by 
metal. The 
rooms are like huge vitrines, and 
to emphasize this quality, Horta 
used real vitrines as dividers in 
both and mirrored their 
interior, non-glazed surfaces. He 
added mirrors to the end walls as 
well so that you get a magic world 
of clear and reflecting glass dif- 
fusing inward the natural light ad- 
mitted by huge windows along the 
outer walls. To complicate this

Mr. and Mrs. Paul A. Porter's apartment in Washington, D. C., is the outcome of 
years of acquiring and discarding until nothing remains but the cream, and a beau- 
tiful amalgam of all the things that make today's decorating so exciting: the refreshing 
leafiness of the garden look; luxuriously squashy, soft-edge furniture; shiny lacquered 
walls: painted chairs and tables; flurries of black and white dashed with a single 
color; pattern piled on pattern; motifs from the animal kingdom. Mrs. Porter, better 
known as Kathleen Winsor, creator of the famed and delicious Amber, is both a 
hard-working writer (she spent seven years on the recent “Wanderers Eastward, Wan- 
derers West") and a skilled explorer in the world of fine arts. She loves paintings, 
furniture, porcelain, silver, and bibelots—and collects them all. But she has never 
thought of herself as a decorator, so whenever she feels like a change of scene, she is 
quite happy to supply the “makings” and let someone else create the setting. For the 
Washington apartment, she gave carte blanche to interior designer James Tillis of 
Mallory-Tillis, Ine., asking only for fresh, bright rooms that would change in character 
as she moved from one to another—a meticulous blend of color, pattern, and 
inventive detail.

OLD ROOMS 
mru NEW LABELS 


Planned for the way we live today 


As the world around us changes, so do the rooms we live in. Gradually they change in character and acquire new 
names, The back parlor becomes the family room; the conservatory blossoms again as the garden room. For some 
months now H&G has been watching the dramatic ascendance of four new rooms designed to meet the special 
needs of today: the tandem bed-sitting room; the fun-and-games room; the quiet room; the round-the-clock room. All, 
of course, have discernible antecedents. And although each room is quite different, they have certain things in com- 
mon: all include some provision for music, and all reflect a new approach to furniture arrangement. When you set 
out to furnish a room to serve specific functions, you tend to forget purely visual dicta such as balance and focal 
points or anchoring the furniture to the wall or the fireplace. But you do—often you must—take advantage of all 
available space. Asa result of this kind of thinking, we are now witnessing the rediscovery of the center of the floor. 

In almost all of today’s new rooms, for different reasons in each case, some of the furniture is moving to center 
stage, leaving the periphery free for additional groupings that make the room more useful. This idea, along with 


others you will see on the next seven pages, is by no means limited to rooms of the new genre. All are equally adapt-

able to the classic undiluted living room, dining room, and bedroom, and can give these rooms the lively look of now.

In this noisy, hectic age, it is only natural that we should 
take with alacrity to a room designed for tranquility and 
quiet. It might look offhand like a living room, but on 
second elance you can see it is not, for who would put a 
desk in the middle of the living room or banish sofas to 
an alcove? This room, however, is not for partying or en- 
tertaining except on mini scale. It has much in common 
with the old library, but the agenda includes more than 
reading and writing—for instance: serious listening t 
music; needlework: chatting with one close friend over 
a cup of tea; undistracted contemplation.

Old rooms with new labels continued 


he round-the 
-Clock room 


The old studio room has come of age as a self-sufficient 


room that might be a one-room apartment or the domain 
of a post-teen-age son or daughter or a grandmother. Who- 
ever lives here. the room functions around the clock, pro- 
viding everything anyone needs for sleeping, dressing, din- 
ine. desk-work, conversation, games, listening to music. The 
bed is the key—a queen-size bed specifically designed to be 
placed in the middle of the room. (Here it floats on an 
island of ceramic tile laid to look like a rug.) In the day- 
time it serves as a sofa, broad and low, in the manner of 
today’s popular Arabesque couch. And since it is low, the 


eve travels over it as if it were simply a patterned carpet. 


But the bed is for more than sleeping: in the base is a drop- 
front storage compartment for extra blankets, belou right.

Color, comfort, and fine craftsmanship always seem new with each new guise they take, no matter how venerable their antecedents. Among 
the newest, freshest candidates for today’s rooms are furniture designs that had their genesis a few centuries ago in the northern French prov- 
ince of Normandy. Purely regional or “country” furniture, it was made for manors and farmhouses. rather than châteaux, and some was 
brought across the Atlantic by early settlers in French Canada. Although quite different in flavor from the courtly ébénisterie of Louis XV and 
Louis XVI, each piece had its own opulence—a richness achieved by intricate carving, elegant brasses, and the painstaking working and finish- 
ing of the wood—walnut, oak, cherry. or ash. Yet many designs had the easy informality suggested by painted finishes (including today’s 


popular white) and contrasting fabrics (the backs of chairs were often upholstered in a different pattern than the fronts). This fall a series 


of these comfortably opulent designs will be available in the new Normandy collection of furniture by Baker, with upholstery fabrics 
specially developed for them by Brunschwig & Fils in contemporary as well as traditional colorings. To prove their affinity with the 


mood of today, we have combined them here and on the next two pages with lively modern paintings from the Richard Feigen Gallery.

We are living in an age that seems precisely right for a revival of gold 
and silver furnishings. Shine is important in decorating today: tables 
of polished brass and aluminum, mirrors and mirrored bibelots, silvery 
lamps of mercury glass, metallic curios and sculpture. And now, am- 
ateur craftsmen can learn, perhaps for the first time ever. how to create 
metallic finishes alchemists failed at and goldsmiths of the past could 
not dream of affording for their own houses.

pressed and beaten until it is gossamer thin. If the metal is burnished 
(a technique that will be described in a future issue), it acquires a more 
sparkling glitter than the low gleam of matte leaf. 

Mrs. O'Neil teaches the classic procedure, but she has also de- 
veloped ways to simulate an antique patina and to achieve unusual 
contemporary effects through brushed-on color or chemically induced 
oxidation. To help novices acquire self-confidence she likes to start 
them with common metals such as aluminum leaf or Dutch metal, a 
copper alloy that resembles gold. but is one-fourth as costly. These give 
lavish and lasting effects, and combine beautifully with precious leaf, 
but are less demanding of patience and pocket than true gold and silver.

“Most of all I wanted a house that would 
feel summer-like all through the year, 


one where I would always be able to see 


greenery,” says Beverly Field, who jug- 
gles her work as an interior designer 
around the busy schedules of her hus- 
band, a rancher and state legislator, and 
the boys, now seven, eight, and eleven. 
Since the family moves between the 
ranch, which is in Ponder, Tex., an 
apartment in Austin, and the house in 
Dallas, there is little time for such things 
as the careful nurturing of plants. “That 
is what has been so marvelous about the 
garden room," Mrs. Field explains: “we 
moved in full-grown trees and plants 
that gave us instant landscaping and 
there are no mosquitoes to battle nor 
weeding to do.” Yet walking into the 
garden room feels like stepping out- 
doors, because all surfaces are covered 
with exterior materials—brick on the 
floor, vertical wood siding on the walls 
—which also make for easy upkeep. 

In decorating the rooms, Mrs. Field 
continued her quest for light. The 
French doors that open to the front and 
back porches are curtained only part 
way up so that nearby trees are always 
in sight. There are no curtains at the 
floor-to-ceiling, double-hung windows— 
only louvered shutters to control the 
sunlight. Most of the walls are painted 
white for brightness and also to provide 
a neutral background for the vivid 
paintings, the gaily hued furnishings, 
and the forty flashing mirrors that Mrs. 
Field collects, along with armoires, can- 
dlesticks, and tóle tea canisters. 

At night. the lighting is subdued. 
Recessed ceiling spotlights are placed 
strategically throughout the house, but 
whenever possible Mrs. Field prefers 
candlelight. “My favorite way to enter- 
tain,” she says, “is by moonlight.” When 
the moon is high, so much light comes 
through the skylights and is intensified 
by the white walls that clusters of 
candles in holders 2 to 6 feet tall are 
all the illumination needed for the tables

DRINKS TO SERVE 
AFTER DINNER 


By Philip S. Brown 


After-dinner drinking divides it- 
self naturally into two separate 
and distinct periods: right-after- 
dinner and long-after-dinner. For 
right-after-dinner, brandy of one 
sort or another is by far the most 
popular libation, with a wide va- 
riety of liqueurs contending tor the 
second position. In times past, 
after the ladies had retired to the 
withdrawing room, the gentlemen 
of the party would consume prodi- 
gious quantities of Port or Ma- 
gars, (The la- 


deira with their ci 


dies, one suspects, had their cor- 
dials and liqueurs at this point, but 
such activities on their parts were 
seldom, if ever, mentioned.) To- 
day. the sexes have their post- 
prandial drinks together. thank 
goodness, and Port and Madeira 
are still in excellent repute. 

If you invest in an assortment 
of liqueurs and brandies—and that 
can mean a sizable outlay—you 
will find that several of them will 
find almost no takers, while others 
will have to be replaced fairly 
often. Cognac will probably prove 
our best seller, followed by 

E ine, Drambuie, and a cof- 
fee-flavored liqueur. White fruit 
brandies such as Framboise, Frais- 
es, Eau de Vie de Poire, and Mira- 
belle, have their own devotees, but 


such exotic items as Anisette, 
Créme de Cacao, Créme de Vio- 
lette (also called Parfait Amour), 
Kümmel, Maraschino, and so on, 
will sit in the liquor cabinet year 
in and year out. It’s a pity, for all 
of them, although little. known, 
have merit. They may, however, be 
used to advantage in mixed drinks, 
and your reputation as a host will 
be g 
duce new types of after-dinner 
cocktails. 

Remember that most people 
are in somewhat of a rut as far as 
after-dinner drinks go, and when 
given a choice, they will invariably 
choose whatever they are used to 
drinking. In order to widen their 
horizons, the thing to do is to pre- 
sent whatever drink you have chos- 
en as though it were another 
course. Then, if some member of 
the party doesn't like your master- 
piece, he can always name his 
choice. Chances are there will be 


atly enhanced when you pro- 


no substitutions. 


Coffees 


As coffee is nearly always served 
at the end of the meal, it is easy 
to provide one of the various liquor 
flavored varieties, The heat of the 
coffee brings out all the bouquet 
of the added spirit, and these 
drinks have an especially warming 
effect. 


CAFÉ ROYAL 

Place a teaspoon over a demitasse 
cup of hot strong coffee, put a 
lump of sugar in it, and fill with 
Cognac. Light it, and when the

Rinse 
it out with very hot water, then put 
in a teaspoon of sugar, a jigger of 
Irish whiskey, and nearly fill with 
very hot, strong black coffee. Top 
with a spoonful of whipped cream 
or, if you prefer, float on heavy 
cream, unwhipped. 

(These coffee drinks may also 
be made with almost any liquor or 
liqueur. Jamaica rum is excellent, 
as are Chartreuse, Kahlüa, Crème 
de Cacao, Strega, Bénédictine. and 
other liqueurs. The coffee must be 
very hot and very strong. The rest 
js up to you.) 


Frappés 


Frappés may be made of any liq- 
ueur (or liquor, for that matter).

Chafing Dish Cook Book | 


Cooking in a chafing dish is a convivial way to entertain. Instead 
of spending your time dashing nervously from living room to 
kitchen to check on the progress of the meal, you can relax with 


your guests, and they in turn have the pleasure of watching and 


anticipating the food being prepared before their eyes. As the 
actual cooking gives every appearance of being a breeze, your 
guests may well marvel at the way you can manage to whip up a 
main course or dessert with just a few minutes work. The secret, of 
course, is before-the-party preparation and organization. All the 


messy, time-consuming details of peeling, chopping, marinating, 


measuring, and any necessary precooking have been done off-stage, 
and everything you need arranged in bowls and dishes. 

Common sense will tell you what can and cannot be successful- 
ly prepared in a chafing dish. Reserve it for foods that cook quickly 


and need little fussing over—shellfish, small tender pieces of chick-

en, veal, beef, chicken livers, and liver. and those vegetables that, 
as the Chinese have proved, keep their flavor, color, and texture 
when swiftly sautéed over brisk heat—asparagus, green beans, 
celery, baby carrots, zucchini, and mushrooms. Previously cooked 
chicken, turkey, beef, ham, and game can make a second showing 
re-heated in a tasty sauce. Such culinary retreads tend to toughen if 
overcooked, but emerge from the gentle warmth of a chafing dish 
as fresh and as appetizing as the first time around. On the other 
hand, it is a sheer waste of fuel to try to cook, stews or fricassees 
from scratch in a chafing dish, although an ideal way for keeping 
them warm for a large buffet party is in the blazer set over the 
water pan, which acts as a double boiler (this method is also recom- 
mended for any creamy foods or sauces). Undoubtedly, the most 
effective of all foods cooked in a chafing dish are the flamed des- 


serts, which make a splendid, spectacular end to a dinner party. 


THE CHAFING DISH 
AND ITS USES 


There are several styles of chafing dishes on the 
market—the traditional copper (lined with silver 
or tin), silver, lustrous stainle: 
aluminum, They vary in s 


s steel, chrome, or 


sign, shape, and 
price, but all true chafing dishes (not simply cas- 
serole warmers) have these components in com- 
mon: a blazer or inner cooking pan with lid; an 
outer or water pan (called a bain-marie) that the 
blazer rests in for longer, slower cooking; a stand 
in which these pans fit; and a burner. The heat 
may be supplied by one or more alcohol lamps, 


Sterno or canned alcohol in various sizes, or elec- 


tricity, Liquid alcohol is available in drug, hard- 


ware, or paint stores, and Sterno in supermarkets 


everywhere. Since the size and shape of pans vary, 
as well as the amount of heat produced by differ- 
ent units, cooking times ean only be given as ap- 
proximate. Before using the chafing dish, read 
the manufacturer’s instructions, and follow them. 
Then experiment with the cl 


afing dish to get ex- 
act timing before you cook in front of guests. 

In the following recipes, you will find units 
other than the two:pan chafing dish which are 
also ineluded in chafing dish cookery. The deep 
earthenware soup unit or petite marmite can be 
used on the chafing dish base or its own burner, 
The shallow, wide suzette pan designed especial- 
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ly for fuming crêpes is suitable for many fruit 
desserts and other dishes such as tournedos flam- 
bés which need a broad surface for quick, fast 
sautéing or browning. The earthenware caquelot 
with burner created for Swiss fondue and the 
small metal pan for fondue Bourguignonne also 
adapt for similar party dishes in which the guests 
participate in the cooking. 


Standard Procedures for 
Chafing Dish Cooking 


Make sure that the wick (usually asbestos) of an 
alcohol burner is long and properly adjusted, or 
the cotton or fiber properly packed, Fill burner 
with enough alcohol to saturate wick or fiber (but 
never more than 3% full) and wipe up any outside 
spillage with a dry cloth. This amount of fuel 
should last several hours, but if more is needed, 
cool the burner before refilling, Check extra sup- 
plies of alcohol or Sterno beforehand so you won't 
run out in the middle of a party. 

Learn hy experimentation and practice how 
to adjust the size of the flame by moving the con- 
trols most units have. 

Think through your recipe and organize the 
steps in your mind so the actual cooking can pro- 
gress with no hitches, Prepare any foods or sauces 
that need precooking; have all chopping, peeling, 


and measuring done, and everything arranged 
within arm's reach. 

When using the blazer pan for the actual 
cooking, preheat over full flame at first. Some 


manufacturers recommend that you preheat the 
empty blazer for 10 minutes, others suggest pre- 
heating it with the butter or fat used in th 

To avoid nicks and scratches on the 
surface of the dish, use wooden forks and spoons, 


a rubber spatula, or a small wire whisk to stir and 
blend in foods. Add the ingredients little by little, 
80 as not to overpower the burner, Remember the 
heat is less intense than that of a kitchen range. 


To keep finished foods warm or to reheat 
foods, place blazer in water pan filled with about 
1 cup of hot water. Reduce flame to keep water 
simmering. Keep hot appetizers and snacks warm 
in the water pan of the chafing dish placed dry 
over a small flame. 

To flame foods successfully, use a high-proof 
cognac, brandy, or rum, Warm it first in a small, 
long-handled pan, or deep ladle over very low 
heat. Be sure the food to be flamed is very hot. 
Pour warmed brandy on top and avert your face 
as you light it with a long fireplace match. Spoon 
the fluming liquor over the food until the flames 
die and the alcohol has burned away, leaving only 


the lingering flavor behind. 

To keep your chafing dish in good condition, 
wash it with mild detergent or soap after each 
use and dry well. Keep wocden handles and knobs 
out of water. Avoid scouring with harsh abrasives 
which may damage the lining, cause foods to 
stick, and ruin the soft, lustrous finish. And, natu- 
rally, keep copper and all metal parts burnished 
and shining by frequent polishings with a good 
metal and copper cleaner.

Season with salt, 
pepper, a little more nutmeg, and the thyme.

Since Oriental rugs, being 
handmade, never come in standard 
sizes, be sure to look for the ap- 
proximate measurements marked 
on the tag affixed to each rug 
along with the government-re- 
quired notation of the country of 
origin.

Al- 
though there is a wide price differ- 
ential between the top and bottom 
qualities, Herezes, in general, are 
comparatively inexpensive.

touches of ivory or ivory corners; 
grounds of rosy red, brick red, or 
rust; borders usually dark blue. 
Karaja rugs, which are included in 
the Herez groups, come only in 
small sizes—up to 4 or 5 by 6 or 
615 feet—and their colors are usu- 
ally brighter and gayer, including 
considerable green. 

ARDEBIL, Like Herezes, rugs 
made in Ardebil are marketed in 
Tabriz, But they are Caucasian in 
design and made by weavers who 
migrated a generation ago over the 
U.S.S.R. border, 20 miles to the 
north. Since these people contin- 
ued to make the designs they knew, 
most Ardebils you will see in the 
stores today are in the old Shirvan, 
Daghestan, Kuba, or Cabistan de- 
signs, or sometimes in an old Ka- 
zak design. The rugs are similar in 
thickness, weave, and quality to 
the old Caucasiam rugs and fall 
into the medium price bracket of 
Persian rugs. 

Charaeteristies Sizes: small 
rugs and area rugs up to 84% 
by 11 feet (the most common is 
AV by 7 feet). Designs: bold, sim- 
ple geometrics. Colors: the rusty 
reds, oranges, greens, yellows, and 
medium blues of the traditional 
Caucasian palette; reddish 
grounds usually, but some in ivory. 
Since the yarns are new, the col- 
ors look bright in comparison to 
those of the antique Caucasians 
—the only true Caucasians you 
see in the U. S. today—so Arde- 
bils are often given a wash to tone 
them down. 

SAROUK. Probably no name 
in Oriental rugs is more familiar 
in this country than Sarouk, Be- 
tween the turn of the century and 
the beginning of World War II, 
these luxurious, deep-piled, tightly 
woven carpets made in and around 
the small town of Sarouk near the 
city of Sultanbad (today called 
Arak) were the most fashionable 
and prestigious—as well as the 
most expensive—type of Oriental 
rug sold in America. 

Before 1900, the only rugs 
made in the village of Sarouk were 
small, very finely woven, and with 
a thin, clipped pile. Usually they 
had intricate center medallions, 
and the colors were the typical 
reds and dark blues. Later the 
weavers of Sarouk started to make 
heavier, higher pile rugs, in large 
as well as small sizes, During the 
early twentieth century, the great 
demand was for Sarouks with all- 
over floral centers on backgrounds 
ranging from rosy red to deep 
wine, usually with borders of dark 
blue with contrasting floral motifs. 
These typical Sarouk colorings be- 
came so familiar, that many people 
think of them as “Oriental rug col- 
ors." Yet Sarouks were also made 
then, and still are, with dark blue 
or ivory backgrounds. 

In the 1920's, it became cus- 
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tomary to give Sarouks a “luster 
wash" to impart to the reds the 
deep winy tones that were so 
fashionable at that time. Some 
Sarouks are still so treated today, 
but many receive only a plain wash 
or a Persian wash—that is, the 
washing all rugs are given in the 
streams and rivers of Iran. Sarouks 
are also being made today with 
open grounds and center medal- 
lions, and in other classical designs 
borrowed from Tabriz and from 
nearby Saraband. 

SARABAND. 


This district, 


about 25 miles southwest of Sultan- 
bad, has given its name to a design 


SARABAND 
DESIGNS 


which you will find in several types 
of Persian rugs: an over-all pat- 
tern consisting of rows and rows 
of small stylized “pears” or “pine 
cone” motifs with the stems in one 
row turned in one direction and 
the stems in the next row turned 
in the opposite. From rug to rug, 
the pears vary in size; some are 
as long as a couple of inches or so, 
The rugs with very tiny pears, 
hardly more than half-an-inch, are 
called Mir-Sarabands,: after the 
village of Mirabad where the de- 
sign originated. Some very fine 
Sarouks (as well as other types) 
in the typical Saraband design are 
available today in sizes up to 9 by 
12 feet, and are designated as 
Saraband-Sarouks. 

For various reasons we have 
omitted several familiar types of 
rugs made in the cities of North- 
west Persia. For instance, two of 
the great names in antique and 
semi-antique Persian rug collec- 
tions are Bijar and Senneh—both 
very fine, thin, tightly woven Kurd- 
ish rugs— but hardly any of these 
are being woven today. One of the 
famous rugs among antiques and 
semi-antiques from the Arak area 
is the Feraghan, but these rugs 
have become collector's items as 
long as half-a-century ago. Tehran, 
the capital of Iran. once a weaving 
city, is now a large modern me- 
tropolis where you will find an 
abundance of Persian rugs for sale 
in the bazaars, but none are made 
there commercially. You will al- 
so come upon additional names 
derived from the various villages 
of each of the great weaving 
areas, One authority claims that 
a hundred pictures would not 
be enough to illustrate all the 
many variations of types and de- 
signs from the Hamadan district 
alone.

HOW TO PLANT A GOOD 
THEE 


\ good tree can serve many purposes, both utilitarian and decorative, if it is placed properly and planted with 
care at the proper season for its species. The sugar maple (Acer saccharum), above, has the obvious functior 
of modifying the outline and softening the approach angle of Mr. George F. Ewald, Jr.'s remodeled farm 
house at South Kent, Conn. The tree has the further purpose, even at considerably less than its mature size, o 
casting a pleasant shadow on the grass. And being a sugar maple in sugar maple country (the foothills of th: 
Berkshires), it puts on an autumnal show of golden foliage that is not produced by any other tree, nor as bril 
liantly, in any other part of the U.S. (It should be added that this species is one of the few large maples beneatl 
which a decent stand of turf can be maintained.) This particular tree, one of many that are among Mr. Ewald’ 


great joys and the region's great glories, was planted in late October, 1965. Now a good 5 inches “d.b.h.” (diam 


eter at breast height), it was purchased at an excellent nursery in the region for $350, planted. It had been du; 
after leaf-fall and the root ball carefully wrapped in burlap and a tight rope sling. The steps involved in setting 
the tree, opposite page, make it clear why moving any shade tree bigger than sapling size is a job for experts 
not just for people with strong backs, and how an experienced crew sees to the details that alone can ensure 
such a happy result a couple of seasons later. If there is a moral to this tale, it is that the purchase of a tree 
already big enough to serve its purpose (or purposes) from the outset is likely to be justified on all counts. A: 


a corollary, any tree that has real stra 


egic value in the landscape scheme should be planted carefully enough te 
ensure healthy survival for its normal life expectancy (a sugar maple is good for a century at least). A guaran: 
tee of replacement by the seller is not enough—not when two or more important years can be lost in the mere 
fulfillment of a warranty. A nursery jealous of its reputation will do a good job in the first place, set the tree 
if you will agree, and stand behind the performance. And between a tree dug with an earth ball and one dug. 
when dormant, with bare roots, pick the former every time, except for the smallest saplings. Between spring and 
fall planting, for any bare-root tree, choose spring. For leafless trees with a ball, choose spring if you can, au- 
tumn if the nurseryman guarantees the job for that season. With most evergreens and certain other trees (dog: 
wood, pin oak, sweet gum) opt for spring, if only because the law of averages always favors spring planting. 
Mind the rules for after-care. Demonstrable neglect will void any guarantee and also could kill your tree.

It is no news 
even to inexperienced gardeners 
| that some seeds are slower to ger- 
| minate than others, or, for that 
| matter, that some seeds will not 
sprout at all the season they are 
planted.
